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ANNOUNCEMENT. — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  contained  in  Section

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  DRIED  FRUITS,  NUTS,  AND  PEANUTS. 

The  total  commercial  holdings  on  January  1,  1918,  of  the  food  commodities  for  which  figures  are  given  in  this  issue,  assuming  that 
the  reports  received  cover  from  85  to  90  per  cent  of  the  total  holdings,  were  as  follows:  Raisins,  currants,  figs,  and  dates,  165,000,000 
pounds;  prunes,  170,000,000  pounds;  miscellaneous  dried  fruits  (apples,  peaches,  apricots,  etc.),  165,000,000  pounds;  whole  nuts, 
62,000,000  pounds;  nut  meats  (shelled  nuts),  19,000,000  pounds;  peanuts  (unshelled),  242,000,000  pounds;  shelled  peanuts,  42,000,000 
pounds. 

The  total  commercial  stocks  of  these  commodities  on  January  1,  1918,  were  equal  to  the  following  percentages  of  the  stocks  in  com- 
mercial channels  one  year  earlier:  Raisins,  currants,  figs,  and  dates,  84.7  per  cent;  prunes,  110.5  per  cent;  miscellaneous  dried  fruits, 
96.3  per  cent;  whole  nuts,  97.0  per  cent;  shelled  nuts,  91.7  per  cent;  peanuts  (unshelled),  122.7  per  cent.;  shelled  peanuts,  110.5  per  cent.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  RAISINS,  CUR-

The  stocks  of  raisins,  currants,  figs,  and  dates  in  commercial 
channels,  as  reported  in  the  War  Emergency  Food  Survey  of  Janu- 
ary 1,  1918,  amounted  to  136,307,204  pounds.

retail  dealers,  22.7  per  cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms, 
6.1  per  cent.  The  stocks  reported  by  each  of  these  classes  of 
business  concerns  are  given  in  the  first  column  of  Table  1,  while 
the  relative  quantities  reported  by  the  various  classes  are  shown 
graphically  in  Diagram  1. 

The  total  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  this 
group  of  commodities  is  shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  2. 

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  distribution  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  raisins,  currants, 
figs,  and  dates  among  the  several  geographic  divisions  and  states 
on  the  date  of  the  Survey  is  shown  in  Table  3.  The  Pacific  division, 
it  may  be  noticed,  ranked  first  in  stocks  of  these  commodities,  the 
Middle  Atlantic  division  second,  the  East  North  Central  division 
third,  and  the  West  North  Central  division  fourth.  Among  the 
individual  states,  California  ranked  first,  New  York  second,  Illinois 
third,  and  Pennsylvania  fourth.  The  stocks  reported  from  each  of 
the  nine  geographic  divisions  of  the  country  are  represented  graphi- 
cally in  Diagram  2,  and  those  reported  for  the  eighteen  most 
important  states  are  shown  in  similar  form  in  Diagram  3.

About  seven-eighths  of  the  returns,  on  the  basis  of  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  January  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  the 
date  of  the  Survey.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two- 
year  reports  may  be  found  in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table  1. 
From  these  figures  it  may  be  seen  that  the  commercial  stocks  of 
raisins,  currants,  figs,  and  dates  were  almost  universally  smaller 
on  the  date  of  the  Survey  than  on  the  earlier  date.  The  total 
stocks  on  January  1,  1918,  were  equal  to  84.7  per  cent  of  those 
of  January  1,  1917.  Comparative  figures  are  given  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  Table  4,  and  the  stocks  reported  for  the 
two  dates  are  shown  in  graphic  form  for  the  main  classes  of  business 
in  Diagram  4.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  PRUNES. 

The  commercial  holdings  of  prunes,  as  reported  in  the  Food 
Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  142,327,943  pounds.  Of 
this  total  the  fruit  driers  held  25.7  per  cent;  the  warehouses,  9.7 
per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  30.6  per  cent;  and  the  retail 
dealers,  17.3  per  cent.  The  remainder,  amounting  to  16.7  per 
cent  of  the  total,  was  held  by  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms.  The 
stocks  reported  by  each  of  these  classes  of  business  concerns  are 
given  in  the  first  column  of  Table  5,  and  the  relative  holdings  of 
the  different  classes  are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  5. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  prunes  is 
shown  in  Table  6.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  dried 
prunes  is  shown  in  detail  in  Table  7.  The  Pacific  division,  it  may 
be  noticed,  far  outranked  any  other  geographic  division  in  stocks 
of  this  commodity.  The  Middle  Atlantic  division  ranked  second, 
the  East  North  Central  division  third,  and  the  West  North  Central 
division  fourth.  California  ranked  first  among  the  individual  states, 
reporting  fully  five  times  as  much  as  New  York,  the  second  most 
important  state  from  the  point  of  view  of  this  commodity.  The 
quantities  of  prunes  reported  from  the  different  geographic  divisions 
are  represented  graphically  in  Diagram  6,  and  those  reported  from 
the  twelve  most  important  states  are  shown  in  similar  form  in 
Diagram  7.

These  figures  indicate  that  while  the  stocks  of  the  warehouses  and 
the  wholesale  dealers  showed  decreases  of  18.2  per  cent  and  15.6 
per  cent,  respectively,  and  the  stocks  of  the  retail  dealers  were  also 
slightly  smaller  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  than  one  year  earlier, 
the  stocks  of  the  fruit  driers,  on  the  other  hand,  showed  an  increase 
amounting  to  72.3  per  cent;  The  total  stocks  on  the  date  of  the 
Survey  were  10.5  per  cent  larger  than  the  stocks  on  January  1,  1917. 
Comparative  figures  are  given  by  geographic  divisions  and  states 
in  Table  8,  while  the  relative  stocks  on  the  two  dates  referred  to 
are  shown  graphically  for  each  class  of  business  concerns  in 
Diagram  8.

COMMERCIAL    STOCKS    OF    MISCELLANEOUS 
DRIED   FRUITS. 

This  group  of  commodities  includes  all  dried  and  evaporated 
fruits  other  than  those  for  which  information  has  already  been 
given  above,  as  well  as  all  kinds  of  dried  berries.  The  most  important 
fruits  included  are  apples,  peaches,  and  apricots.  The  commercial 
stocks  of  such  miscellaneous  dried  fruits,  as  reported  in  the  Food 
Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  136,407,697  pounds.  Of 
this  total  the  fruit  driers  held  29.3  per  cent;  the  warehouses,  15.0 
per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  31.5  per  cent;  the  retail  dealers, 
12.7  per  cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  concerns,  11.5  per  cent. 
The  stocks  reported  by  each  of  these  classes  of  firms  are  given  in 
the  first  column  of  Table  9,  while  the  relative  quantities  held  by  the 
different  classes  are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  9. 

The  number  of  firms  reporting  stocks  of  these  commodities  is 
hown,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  10.

Geographic  Distribution  and  Comparative  Figures. 

The  stocks  of  dried  apples,  peaches,  apricots,  etc.,  on  the  date 
of  the  Survey  are  shown  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in 
the  first  ten  columns  of  Table  11.  The  figures  indicate  that  the 
stocks  reported  from  the  Pacific  division  were  more  than  twice  as 
great  as  the  stocks  reported  from  the  Middle  Atlantic  division, 
which  ranked  second  in  stocks  of  this  commodity.  The  East  North 
Central  division  ranked  third,  and  the  West  North  Central  division 
fourth.  Among  the  individual  states,  California  ranked  first,  New 
York  second,  and  Illinois  third.  The  state  of  California  alone 
reported  more  than  one-third  of  the  total  stocks  of  this  commodity 
in  the  entire  country.  The  quantities  reported  for  the  various 
geographic  divisions  are  represented  graphically  in  Diagram  10, 
while  those  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important  states  are 
shown  in  similar  form  in  Diagram  11.

figures  indicate  that,  with  the  exception  of  the  warehouses  and  the  io  20  so  « 

miscellaneous  group,  the  stocks  of  the  different  classes  of  concerns 
showed  only  minor  changes  for  the  date  of  the  Survey  as  compared 
with  the  stocks  on  hand  one  year  earlier.  The  total  stocks  on 
January  1,  1918,  were  equal  to  96.3  per  cent  of  the  stocks  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  1917.  Comparative  figures  are  given  by  geographic  divisions 
and  states  in  the  last  two  columns  of  Table  11,  and  the  holdings  on 
the  two  dates  referred  to  are  represented  graphically  for  each  class  of 
business  concerns  in  Diagram  12.

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COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  WHOLE  NUTS. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  whole  nuts  reported  in  the  Food  Survey 
of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  53,961,121  pounds.  More  than 
two-fifths  of  these  stocks  were  reported  by  the  wholesale  dealers. 
The  percentages  of  the  total  reported  by  the  various  classes  of 
business  concerns  were  as  follows:  Warehouses,  13.6  per  cent; 
wholesale  dealers,  40.9  per  cent;  confectioners,  5.5  per  cent;  retail 
dealers,  27.8  per  cent:  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  12.2  per 
cent.  The  stocks  reported  by  each  class  of  business  concerns  are 
shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  12,  and  the  relative  quantities 
reported  by  the  different  classes  are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  13.

Geographic  Distribution  and  Comparative  Figures. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  whole 
nuts  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  is  shown  in  the  first  section  of  Table 
14.  The  Middle  Atlantic  division  ranked  first  in  commercial  stocks 
of  this  commodity,  with  the  West  North  Central  division  second, 
the  East  North  Central  division  third,  and  the  Pacific  division 
fourth.  Turning  to  the  individual  states,  it  will  be  noticed  that 
New  York  ranked  first,  Illinois  second,  Missouri  third,  California 
fourth,  and  Pennsylvania  fifth.  Twenty-one  and  seven-tenths  per 
cent  of  the  total  stocks  for  the  entire  country  were  reported  from 
the  state  of  New  York.  The  stocks  of  whole  nuts  reported  for  the 
eighteen  most  important  states  are  represented  graphically  in 
Diagram  14.

1917  as  well  as  1918  are  shown  in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table 
12.  These  figures  indicate  that  the  stocks  of  whole  nuts  in  ware- 
houses on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  only  about  four-fifths  as 
large  as  the  stocks  held  by  the  same  firms  one  year  earlier.  The 
stocks  of  the  confectioners,  on  the  other  hand,  showed  a  material

The  total  commercial  stocks  of  nut  meats  (shelled  nuts)  reported 
in  the  Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  16,300,608 
pounds.  Of  this  total  the  warehouses  held  26.0  per  cent;  the  whole- 
sale dealers,  29.9  per  cent;  the  confectioners,  23.6  per  cent;  and 
the  retail  dealers,  13.6  per  cent.  The  remainder,  amounting  to  6.9 
per  cent,  was  held  by  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms.  The  stocks 
reported  by  each  class  of  business  concerns  are  shown  in  the  first 
column  of  Table  15,  while  the  relative  holdings  of  the  different 
classes  are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  16. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  nut  meats 
is  shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  16.

Geographic  Distribution  and  Comparative  Figures. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  nut  meats  on  the  date 
of  the  Survey  is  shown  in  the  first  part  of  Table  17.  The  Middle 
Atlantic  division  ranked  first  in  stocks  of  this  commodity,  with  the 
East  North  Central  division  second,  the  New  England  division 
third,  and  the  West  North  Central  division  fourth.  Among  the 
individual  states,  New  York  far  outranked  all  others  in  stocks  of 
nut  meats ;  in  fact,  over  47  per  cent  of  the  total  stocks  in  the  entire 
country  were  reported  from  this  state.  Illinois,  the  second  state 
on  the  list,  reported  nearly  13  per  cent  of  the  total,  while  Massa- 
chusetts, the  third  state  in  order,  reported  6.5  per  cent  of  the  total. 
The  stocks  reported  for  the  ten  most  important  states  are  repre- 
sented graphically  in  Diagram  17.

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Comparative  figures  based  on  the  reports  which  gave  information 
for  1917  as  well  as  for  1918  are  shown  in  the  last  three  columns  of 
Table  15.  These  figures  indicate  that  while  the  warehouse  stocks 
on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  materially  smaller  than  on  January 
1,  1917,  the  confectioners'  holdings  were  43.3  per  cent  larger.  The 
stocks  of  the  retail  dealers  and  the  wholesale  dealers  show  minor 


decreases.  The  total  stocks  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  equal 
to  91.7  per  cent  of  the  stocks  on  January  1,  1917.  Comparative 
figures  are  given  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in  the  last  two 
columns  of  Table  17,  and  the  holdings  on  the  two  dates  referred 
to  are  represented  graphically  for  each  class  of  business  concerns 
in  Diagram  18.

The  commercial  stocks  of  unshelled  peanuts  reported  in  the  Food 
Survey  of  January  1,  1918.  amounted  to  209,277,971  pounds.  Of 
these  stocks  the  peanut  cleaning  and  shelling  plants  reported  28.4 
per  cent;  the  warehouses,  2.9  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  8.7 
per  cent;  the  oil  mills,  47.4  per  cent;  the  peanut-butter  manu- 
facturers, 1.4  per  cent;  the  confectioners,  0.6  per  cent;  the  retail 
dealers,  9.1  per  cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  1.5  per 
cent.  The  stocks  reported  by  each  of  these  classes  of  concerns 
are  given  in  the  first  column  of  Table  18,  and  the  relative  quantities 
reported  by  the  different  classes  of  firms  are  shown  graphically  in 
Diagram  19.

Geographic  Distribution  and  Comparative  Figures. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  peanuts  on  the  date 
of  the  Survey  is  shown  in  the  first  section  of  Table  20.  The  South 
Atlantic  division,  it  may  be  noticed,  ranked  first  in  stocks  of  this 
commodity,  with  the  West  South  Central  division  second,  and  the 
East  South  Central  division  third.  Among  the  individual  states, 
Texas  ranked  first,  Alabama  second,  Georgia  third,  and  Virginia 
fourth.

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More  than  four-fifths  of  the  returns,  on  the  basis  of  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  January  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for 
January  1,  1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year 
reports  are  given  in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table  18.  These 
figures  indicate  that  while  the  stocks  of  the  warehouses  were  a 
little  more  than  one-third  as  large  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  as  on 
January  1,  1917,  and  the  stocks  of  wholesale  dealers  were  less  than 
six-tenths  as  large  as  on  the  earlier  date,  the  stocks  of  the  oil  mills 


were  approximately  four  and  one-half  times  as  large  on  January  1, 
1918,  as  they  were  on  January  1,  1917.  The  total  stocks  on  the 
date  of  the  Survey  were  22.7  per  cent  larger  than  the  stocks  on 
January  1,  1917.  Comparative  figures  are  given  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  the  last  two  columns  of  Table  20,  and 
the  relative  holdings  on  the  two  dates  above  referred  to  are 
represented  graphically  for  each  class  of  business  concerns  in 
Diagram  21.

Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  36,648,810  pounds.  Of 
this  total  the  peanut  cleaning  and  shelling  plants  held  17.0  per 
cent;  the  warehouses,  7.7  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  16.7 
per  cent;  the  peanut-butter  manufacturers,  4.7  per  cent;  the  con- 
fectioners, 19.6  per  cent;  and  the  retail  dealers,  6.4  per  cent.  The 
remainder,  amounting  to  27.9  per  cent  of  the  total,  was  held  by  a 
miscellaneous  group  of  firms.  The  stocks  reported  by  each  of 
these  classes  are  given  in  the  first  column  of  Table  21,  while  the 
relative  holdings  of  the  different  classes  are  represented  graphically 
in  Diagram  22.

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More  than  two-thirds  of  the  reports,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  January  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for 
January  1,  1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year 
reports  may  be  found  in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table  21.  These 
figures  indicate  that  while  the  stocks  of  the  warehouses,  and  to 
some  extent  also  those  of  the  peanut  cleaning  and  shelling  plants, 
represented  a  decrease  as  compared  with  the  stocks  of  January  1, 


1917,  the  other  classes  of  business  concerns  showed  an  increase  in 
stocks  on  hand.
